faithful Hiſtorian, Mr. Harriſon's words about Leland are theſe : For ſo moth 
eaten, mouldie, and rotten are thoſe Books of Leland which I have, and beſide that, 
his annotations are ſuch and ſo confounded, as no man can (in a maner) picke out 


anie ſenſe from them by a leafe togither. Wherefore 1 ſuppoſe that he diſperſed 


and made his Notes intricate of ſet purpoſe : or elſe he was loth that anie Man 
ſhould eafilie come to that knowledge by reading, which he with his great charge 
and ne leſſe travell atteined unto by experience. Theſe words were chiefly 
occaſioned by what occurrs now in the third Vol. of the Itinerary. I muſt 
confeſs that both that Vol. and the other Volumes of the Itinerary (that 


are preſeryed under the Author's own Hand) are ftrangely abuſed, and have 


ſuffered very much from the Accidents of Time. But I will by no means

The Remarks were pur 
down by him only as Notes to be improved by him afterwards ; but being 
not reviſed and regel before he died, *tis no wonder that they are dith- 
cult to be made out in ſome Places, and that in the MSS. there oftentimes 
ſeems to be no Connexion. But I got over all theſe Difficulties ; and was 
able, tho* not without trouble, to tranſcribe and account for even the 
hardeſt Paſſages. Nor do I think that Harriſon would have ſpoke contem- 
ptuouſly of theſe Papers, had it not been out of a Deſign to advance the 
credit of his own obſervations ; which is a Crime that ſome of our Modern 
Writers have been guilty of when chey haye had occaſion to ſpeak of Le- 
land, ＋.

Oxon. together with the Itierary in five (with the other 


two) quartoes, where they yet (in the Archives of that Li- 


brary ) remain. As for ſome other of his Collections, they 


came after the death of Sir John Cheek into the hands of Will. 
Lord Pagit, and Sir Vill. Cecyl, but to whom, from them, I 


find not. Perhaps among the ſaid Collections were thoſe that 


came afterwards into Sir Rob. Cottox's hands, and the 1tjne- 
rary into thoſe of Vill. Burton before mentioned. Howſo- 
ever it is, fure I am, that ſeveral eminent Antiquaries have 
made uſe of them, eſpecially Joh. Bale in his ſecond edition 
of Briti/h Writers, but not in the fame words a that Lelaxd 
wrot. For as he delivered things impartially and in ſmooth 
language, ſo Bale quite contrary, and full b of ſcurrilities. 
Camden alſo, though now and then he doth mention his Au- 
thor Leland, yet he made c conſiderable uſe of his Collecti- 


ons in the compoſing of his Britannia. Sir Will. Dugdale hath 
eruſed them ſeveral times, and made great uſe of them in 


is Autiquities of Warwickſhire, and in his volumes called, 
The Baronage of England, but withal quotes him honeſtly for 
every thing that he hath taken from them. To conclude, 
this great Antiquary F. Leland dying on the 18. day of April 
in Fifteen hundred fifty and two, was buried in the Church 
of St. Michael's in le Querne, in London. Which Church hav- 
ing been ſituated near to the old Croſs in Weſt- cheap, and 


not far from the Eaſt part of S. Paul s Cathedral, was totally 


burnt down in the grand conflagration, aw. 1666. So that 


ſoon after it's Pariſh being united to another, the foundation 


of the ſaid Church was leveb'd, and pitched with Stones, as 
the reſt of the ſtreet adjoyning was; and at the Eaſt end where 
ſtood the Altar, or thereabouts, was erected a Conduit of 
{tone to ſerve the inhabitants of the neighbourhood with water. 


a Very ofren he retains Leland's own words, but in other Places he changes

| | HEN I had laſt the Honour of your happy 
\ \ } . Converſation, you was pleaſed to defire my 


Thoughts of the Roman Settlements in and 
about this City, when they made this Iſland a 
| Tributary Province to their Empire. Since 
my Return therefore from Oxford, (where I took abundance 


of Pleaſure in viewing with you the Antiquities of that Place, 


and particularly in looking over the old Arundelian Marbles, 
and in ſurveying the Ground where ſeveral Religious Houſes 
had once ſtood,) I have look'd over ſome imperfect Notes, 
and to ſhew how ready I am to promote your worthy De- 
ſigns, I have ſent you my Sentiments in this Letter. I ſubmit 


them intirely to your Cenſure, and deſire you at the ſame 
time to accept of ſome other Remarks that were occaſioned 
by ſome diſcourſe that paſſed between us, and are not at all 


forreign to the [nquiries you are at preſent purſuing. 
When the Romans came firſt into this Iſland, they landed 
near Dover, and from thence proceeded by eaſy Journeys 
towards this City, raifing their Military Ways, and at every 
ten Miles diſtance fixing their Stations or Camps. : 
Their Approach was by ſeveral ways both on the right 
hand and left, as will appear from the following Obſervati- 


ons, in which I ſhall not inſiſt upon what hath been noted 
by former Authors, but will only relate what hath been diſ- 


covered within my own Memory. 


I. A Roman Camp was lately found near Farnborow, 


Which is a Village within a few Miles of Bromley in Kent, 


and about 16. Miles diſtant from London. 


II. At Peckham of late Years was dug up in the middle 
of the High-way a famous Glaſs Roman Urn; which I the 
more willingly take notice of, becauſe Urns of this kind are 
ſcarce, and are not commonly ſeen. _ 1 
III. Much about the ſame time, not far from St. Thomas 


Janus's Head in Marble. | 

IV. Many other Roman Antiquities have been found on 
the Edge of Black-Heath, particularly in that part next the 
Town of Leuſum. 5 V. On 


Watering, in a Garden near the Road was dug up an ancient

V. On the left hand of Kent-ſtreer in the Road to Lon- 
don, in the Garden ground, (which was a Roman Military 


Way, and is commonly made uſe of upon an extraordinary 
Cavalcade, as it was particularly upon the Entrance of King 


Charles II. at his Return from Holland, and at ſuch time 
is lay'd open,) they have found in digging ſeveral Roman 
Antiquities, with many of their Coyns both in Silver and 


Braſs, ſome of which were much elteem'd by the Worthy 


Mr. Charlton. I have ſeen many of theſe Antiquities my 
ſelf, by the favour of my good Friend Mr. John Cannop, ſuch 
as Glaſs-bottles with a Liquor in them, and divers old Roman 
Utenſils. . . 

VI. To theſe muſt be added a great many Roman Anti- 
quities that were found in the Grounds of Mr. Ewer at Clap- 
ham in digging for Gravel. They are ſtill in being, and have 
been view'd by Mr. John Kemp, who as he is a great judge 
in theſe Affairs, ſo he owns that ſome of them are extraor- 
dinary, and ſuch as he had not ſeen before. | 

I have been the more particular on this Subject, to ſhew 
that the Romans were much and had their ſeveral Stations 


in Surrey, and left many Remains behind them for future 


Ages to admire. 
And now I ſhall relate to you the manner of the Roman 


Approaches nearer to London. For they always took care to 
ſecure all behind them by their ſeveral Camps or Stations on 


their new made Military-ways. Theſe led along Kent-ſtreet, 


on the left Hand leading to London, and pointed directly 


to Dowgate, now ſo call'd, through an Arch ſince built by 
the Biſhop of Wincheſter at his Stayres, which to this day is 
called Stone- ſtreet, and came directly out of Surrey. 

T was at this very place (as I take it) that the Roman Le- 
gions forded over the River of Thames, firſt the Horſe, and 
then the Foot, which might not then take them up to the 
Shoulders. And this they might attempt (as we may con- 


jecture) when the Tide was firit coming in, they then max- 
ing an Angle, and directing their Courſe againſt the ſtream of 


the River. When they came to the middle of the ſtream, the 


Tide drove them to their intended Landing Place, which was 
Dowgate. For you muſt ſuppoſe the River was much wider, 


and conſequently much ſhallower than it is now, there being 


then no Wharf, Key, nor Bridge, but a ſmooth Sand to land 


upon. Neither was there at that time any Mud, ſuch as is 
now cauſed by Veſlels and Timber lying on the Shore. 
Afterwards it happened that Ferrys were made uſe of on 
that Part of the River, altho' they have been diſcontinued 
for ſome Hundreds of Years paſt. For the Sands are in many

laces removed fince the Building of the Bridge, which was 
Firſt of Wood and then of Stone. After that, Fording was 
more Weſtward, as, for inſtance, at the End of the Outward 
Temple, ſince called Eſſex-Houſe; next to which was Mil- 


ford, ſo called from a Mill to grind Corn, and is to this day 
calbd Milford Lane, juſt againſt St. Clement's Church at that 
End of the Strond next Temple-Bar. And all that Shore to 


Weſtminſter, long before it was built, was call'd The Strond. 
Againſt Vork-Houſe is another Fordable place, but hath not 


been made uſe of for ſome Years. 


We may conclude that the Britains on this Side were ready 


to receive the Romans at their coming on Shore, tho* being 
not long able to endure the Shock they gave them at their 


firſt Landing, they fled and left them entire Maſters of the 


adjacent Parts. 


The firſt thing the Roman General had principally to take 


care of, was to fix his Camp and ſecure the Army, which af- 


ter their firſt Landing on this Side, was about the middle of 


the Street now call'd Buſh Lane, where he pitched his Tent, 


which was pav'd, as was cuſtomary among the Roman Ge- 
nerals, and was encompaſſed about by the Souldiers both 


Horſe and Foot. This Pavement was dug up ſometime after 


the dreadful Fire of London, and part of it is now to be feen 
in the Muſeum of the Royal Society, where ſeveral other va. 
luable Remains of Roman Antiquities are carefully preſerv'd, 
which may hereafter afford very good Hints to fuch as fhal! 
attempt to write the Antiquities of this famous City. 
The next care the Romans took to ſecure themſelves in 


their new Conqueſts, was by making Publick Military-ways, 
as that of Watling-ſtreet, which extended from the Tower to 
Ludgate in a direct Line; at the Ends of which for their bet- 


ter Security they built Cittadels as we now call them, or, as 


they were ſtyled by them, Stations; one of which, without 
diſpute, was what now goes by the Name of the Tower, 


tho” this is not to be underſtood of the Lower as it appears 
at this day, but only of that part of it which we now call 
the White Tower, à place that hath fince been made uſe of 


as a Chapell to the Princes that have kept their Courts within 
_ thoſe Walls. | 85 | | 


The Architecture of this White Tower is perhaps as an- 
cient as any Building now remaining amongſt us. It is built 
like one of the Roman Rotundas, and exactly correſponds 


_ therewith. It was new-cafed by K. Charles the Firſt; but in 
Leland's time (as appears from a rude Draught of it, for 1 
take this Draught to be deſigned for nothing elſe, at the End 
of the ſecond Tome of his Collectanea) it had four round

Turrets, and ſince three of them are made ſquare. They all 
ſeem to me to have been ſeveral Stair-Caſes to go to ſeveral 
Offices. I have often view'd this Chapel, and much ad- 
mired it's. Antiquity. It is commonly reported to have been 
built by Julius Czfar, which J look upon as a good argument 
to ſhew that it is of the Roman Times, *Tis not improbable 
that the Saxons made uſe. of the ſame Fortifications for their 
Security after the Romans had left this Ifland. For when 
the Chapel was fitted up for reception of the Records there 
remain d many Saxon Inſcriptions. No doubt William the 
Conquerour conſiderably augmented it to keep the Citizens 
in awe upon any inſurrection that might happen. For they 
had a reciprocal affection for one another. | | 

1 ſhall paſs over a farther Account of the Antiquities of 
this Place, and next obſerve, that not far diſtant from this 
Station of the Romans, I mean the Tower, there was a Bu- 
rying Place, which of late Years was found to be in that 
Ground, which commonly goes by the Name of Goodiman's- 
Fields. Theſe Fields are mentioned by John Stow, but he 
takes no notice that they were a Roman Burying Place. In 
digging the Foundations for building of Houſes in or about 
the Year 1675. there were found many Urns, together with 
the Aſhes and Bones of the Dead, and ſeveral other Antiqui- 
ties, as Braſs and Silver Money, with an unuſual Urn in 
Copper, curiouſly enamelled in Colours, red, blew and 
yellow, which was preſerved by the then Earl of Peter- 
dorow. L have ſeen _ other Antiquities found here, and 
had ſome of them formerly in my own Poſſeſſion. | 
I ſhall next turn towards Spittle-Fields, where the like An- 
tiquities have been found many Years agoe, and were ſeen 
by John Stow, and are mentioned by Weever, and others. 

Theſe Fields lye againſt Goodman's-Fields, croſſing White- 
Chapel ſtreet; where on the farther Side thereof next Bi- 
| ſhops-Gate ſtreet was another Station of the Romans, in that 
part which formerly bore the Name of the Old Artillery 
Ground, and was their Field of Mars, in which Place the 

Romans train'd up and exerciſed their Young Souldiers, and 
likewiſe the Youth of the Neighbouring Britains, in the skill 
and exercife of Arms, that they might be more expert in the 
- uſe of them upon all emergent Occafions. And it any ſud- 
den Tumults or Inſurrections ſhould — in the City, they 
were then ready and at hand to ſuppreſs them. . 

This Field of Mars was in imitation of that at Old Rome, 
where they muſtered their Souldiors, and muft needs have 
been a ve large Place, as the ſame is excellently deſcribed, 
and likewiſe obſerved to have been a Roman Camp oy 2 ju- 
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dicious Author in the latter end of 2 Elizabeth's Reign,

| (which indeed ſeems to me to be the moſt ancient at this time

In the ſame Street againſt Goulding Lane there likewiſe 


remains the Stump or Foot of an old Croſs, which we may 


conclude was formerly a Mile Stone. And I believe many 
others were placed in the Croſs-roads in ſeveral places of this

This Tower in Barbican was near unto Alderſgate-ſtreet, 
which put me upon farther Inquiry relating to it's Antiquity.

Divers of which 


Figures are {till to be ſeen in the Fronts of ſome Houſes, 
particularly in Oldbourn againſt Shew-Lane, as alſo at the 
Corner Houſe (being the Queen's Head 2 of St.John's- 
Lane, at the End of Peter- Street, not to ſpecify ſeveral Houſes 


beſides, which 1 rather leave to the Curiolity of others. 


And for a farther Confirmation of this my Opinion, I de- 
fire you to be at the trouble of looking into Stow as he is 
continued by A. Munday, about the Building of Aldgate, 
where you will find the Deſcription of a Roman Coyn that 
was found in digging the Foundation; which Mr. Martin 
Bond, one of the Surveyors of that Work, cauſed to be carv'd 
in Stone, and fixed on either Side of the Gate Eaſtward. 
This was done in the Year 1607. when he lay'd the Foun- 
dation Stone. By which you may perceive that Mr. Bond 
took his Hint from thoſe done in Plaiſter on the Fronts of

In Alderſgate-Street likewiſe juſt againſt St. Paul's Alley, 


in the Front of a Brick Houſe is ſet in a Nitch in the upper 
Storey of the Houſe, (to be ſeen by all Paſſengers,) the Figure 


of Fortitude in Marble, but headleſs. And this I take to be 


very antique. | | 
Beſides all this I have obſerved in Biſhopſgate-Street, juſt 


againſt Wide-gate Alley, which leads to Spittle-Fields, on 


the Top of a Brick Houſe, ( next to the Houſe of Sir Paul 
Pindar, and inhabited in the Year 1658. by Ferdinando a 


Jew, who was ſuppoſed to be the King of Spain's Factor,) 


the Figure of Jupiter with an Eagle at his Foot, ſet in a 
Nitch as the former. I will not be poſitive, bur in all likely- 
hood theſe are Roman Figures, and perhaps digg'd up in the 
Foundations of thoſe Houſes. 5 
Upon ſuch occaſions there have been ſeveral other Anti- 
quities of the old Romans found in the Subterraneous parts 
of London as well as Rome, particularly great ſtore of them 


when the City was rebuilt, many of which I have peruſed 
my ſelf, having been found not only within the Walls, but 


in the Out-parts likewiſe. | 
And here I cannot forget to mention the honeſt Induſtry 
of my old Friend Mr. John Conyers, an Apothecary tormerly 


living in Fleet-Street, who made it his chief Buſineſs to make 


curious Obſervations, and to collect ſuch Antiquities as were 
daily found in and about London. His Character is very 
well known, and therefore I will not attempt it. Let this 1 
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muſt note that he was at great Expence in proſecuting his | 


Diſcoveries, 
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Diſcoveries, and that he is remembred with reſpect by moſt 
of our Antiquaries that are now living. Tis this very Gen. 
tleman that diſcovered the Body of an Elephant, as he was 

igging for Gravel in a Field near to the Sign of Sir John 

d-Caſtle in the Fields, not far from Battlebridge, and near 
to the River of Wells, which tho' now dryed up, was a con- 
fiderable River in the time of the Romans. How this Ele- 
_ phant came there? is the Queſtion. I know ſome will have 
it to have layn there ever ſince the Univerfal Deluge. For 
n part I take it to have been brought over with many 
cothers by the Romans in the Reign of Claudius the Empe- 
rour, and conjecture ( for a liberty of gueſſing may be in- 
| _— to me, as well as to others that maintain different Hy- 
potheſes ) thar it was killed in fome Fight by a Britain. For 
not far from the Place where it was found, a Britiſh Weapon 
made of a Flint Lance like unto the Head of a Spear, faſtned 
into a Fhaft of a good Length, which was a Weapon very 
common amongſt the Ancient Britains, was alſo dug up, 
they having not at that time the uſe of Iron or Braſs, as the 
Romans had. This conjecture, perhaps, may ſeem odd to 
ſome ; bur I am ſatisfied my ſelf, having often viewed this 
Flint Weapon, which was once in the Poſſeſſion of that Ge- 
nerous Patron of Learning, the Reverend and very Worthy 
Dr. Charlett, Maſter of r and is now pre- 
ions of Mr. John Kemp, 
from whence I have thought fit to ſend you the exact Form 
and Bigneſs of it. Wo OE 1: 
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This Diſcovery was made in the preſence of the foreſaid 
Mr. Conyers, and I remember that formerly many ſuch Bones 
were ſhewn for Giants-Bones, particularly one in the Church 


of Aldermanbury which was hung in a Chain on a Pillar of 
the Church; and ſuch another was kept in St. Laurence's 
Church, much of the ſame Bigneſs. All which Bones were

This Tower when demoliſhed was ſufficient to 


rovide Materials for building a noble and magnificent Houſe 


for the Fryers, who met with ſuch ſignal Favours and En- 


couragement, that part of the very Wall of the City (which 


run in a direct Line from Ludgate to the Thames) was re- 


moved for them, that part which then came to this Caſtle 
being pulled down to make way for their Settlement, and 
turned ſhort to Fleet-ditch, as appears by the Ruins at this 
time. . | Eng, 

Some Years agoe on the South- ſide of Ludgate was taken 
up out of the Rubbiſh a Roman Inſcription, that hath been 
taken notice of by ſome learned Men, and not many Years 
ſince on the left Hand coming in at Ludgate, in the Reſi- 
dentiary's Yard of Saint Paul's was diſcovered a Roman A- 
quæduct cloſe adjoyning to the Wall of this City. Such 


another was found after the Fire by Mr. Span an ancient Ci-

1 do not doubt but many Bones of the like nature, as alſo 
the Shanks, Scalps, Grinders, &c. were formerly preſerved 
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E times the Potter's Name was ſtamp'd at the botrom. This 


Kiln was near to the Temple where Diana was worſhipped, 
that the People might be furniſhed with all ſorts of Veſ- 
ſels they had occaſion for at the time when they made their 
Sacrifices. There hath been a great Quantity of the Frag- 
ments digged wp at the Weſt End of St. Paul's of which 1 
have had ſeveral. And on the South fide of the Church, not 
only in former times, as we are informed by J. Stow, but of 
late days ſince the Fire, at the firſt beginning to build Saint 
Paul's Church, there were found ſeveral Scajps of Oxen, and 
2 large quantity of Boars Tusks, with divers Earthen Veſlels, 
eſpecially Pateræ, that were of different Shapes. 

Upon this occaſion I muſt note by the way, that from the 


Obfervations I have made I gather that all the Veſſels made 


uſe of by the Romans in their Sacrifices were generally made 
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ot red Earth and were glazed. But thoſe of a larger Size, as 


their Platters, which receiv'd the Blood of the Beaſts ſlain in 
Sacrifice, were made of a courſer Earth, but not red. Moſt 
of their Lrhs allo (according to their ſeveral Forms and Sizes) 
were made of another different ſort of Earth; tho' ſome are 


found made of Glaſs, which however are not common. O 


thers of the greateſt Rank had them made of Porphiry Stone, 
and ſome of Copper enamell'd with divers Colours. 
The next Place I fhall take notice of, is the Chamber of 


Diana, ſituated on the Eminence of St. Paul's Wharf within 


a great Gate next Doctors Commons, where are many fair 
Tenements, which in the Leaſes made by the Dean and Chap- 
ter, go by the Name or Title of Camera Diane, fo denomi- 
nated from a ſpacious Building which in the Time of Henry 
IL ſtood where the Houſes are now erected. 


In this Camera, or arched and vaulted Structure, full of 


intricate Meanders, the ſame K. Henry (as he is ſaid to have 
cone at Woodſtock) kept that Jewel of his Heart, fair Roſa- 
mond, by the Name of Diana, and *tis from thence that this 
Edifice was denominated. | 


At this time (as is noted by How, in his Continuation of 


Stow, P.781.) ſome Ruins of it are remaining, and many evi- 
dent Teſtimonies of intricate turnings and windings, as alſo 


#F Subterraneous paſſage to Caſtle Baynard, which no doubt 


the King made uſe of privately to have acceſs to his brzghteſ# 


Diana, one of the moſt exquiſite and moſt celebrated Beauties 


that we find mentioned in any Hiſtory. 

Here we are at a loſs for Leland's Opinion, but we may 
ſuppoſe it to be a Roman Building, being ſo near to the Tem 
ple of Diana. | = 


Much may be faid concerning this Temple of Dia: | 
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articularly that it was built on the South- ſide of St. Paul's. 


For it ſeemsto me, that thoſe large quantities of Veſſels that 
have been found on the Weſt-ſide were the remaining Frag- 


ments of ſuch as were broken at the Kiln when firſt made. 


And if farther Search had been made on the South-fide, and 
nearer Doctors Commons, there might probably have been 


found many other Roman Antiquities, which would have 
given ſeveral curious, learned and judicious Men much greater 


light into theſe Matters than tis poſſible for them now to ob- 


tain without the help of ſuch Aſſiſtance. 


Here 1 muſt take notice of a MS. left by Mr. John Co- 


nyers, wherein he gives an Account of the Pottery found on 


the Weſt- ſide of St. Pauls, which is now in the Hands of the 
ingenious and learned Dr. Hans Sloane, and will afford abun- 


dance of uſeful Diverſion to ſuch as are ſtudious in theſe In- 
quiries, there being many excellent Obſervations couched in 


it, every way worthy the Character of the curious and inge- 


nious Author. But I take the liberty of recommending this 


Book particularly for this reaſon, becauſe we were much in 


the dark before theſe Antiquities were found out in digging 
the Foundations of Churches and Houſes fince the Fire. For 
what had formerly been done by Leland (which no doubt 


was perform'd with great Accuracy of Judgment, being col- 
_ lected by him from the moſt approved Authors, wherein he 


had taken infinite Pains) ſeems now to be quite loſt, tho 


it muſt be own'd that many Authors that have written of the 


Antiquities of England fince his time, have made frequent 
uſe of his Works, he alone laying the Foundation of what 
hath ſince been diſcover'd. For I do not in the leaſt queſtion, 


but that molt of his Writings (after his Death) firſt came into 
the Hands of Reginald Wolfe the Printer, at whoſe Houſe ! 


believe Leland dyed, which was at that time ſituated in the 


Pariſh of St. Michael in the Querne, tho? afterwards he re- 


mov'd into the Pariſh of St. Faith's. I take this Wolfe to 


have been one of the firſt Builders of a Houſe in Saint Paul's 
Church-Yard, and to have been not only the firſt Projector 


of the two Tomes of the Chronicles of England, (which com- 


head is continued by J. Stow, and I muſt be free in my 


monly go under the Name of Raphael Hollingſhead and W.

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Poſſeſſion Leland's Antiquities of London, and for want of 
1 grievouſly mangled the Work on purpoſe to 
make it his own. This Hint I have taken partly from the 
benefit of your laſt Converſation, when you was pleas'd to 
read to me what Leland has ſaid upon the ſame Subject, and 


partly from my own Reflexion upon the Qualifications of 


Stow, who certainly was not capable of making ſuch a Col- 
lection, and therefore I cannot but conclude that he mult 


have been beholden to Leland ; which I think is likewiſe. 


confirmed from hence, that in his Survey of London he makes 
very little mention of Leland, altho' in his Annals he often 
takes notice of him. I had formerly a much greater Venera- 
tion for Stow, before you acquainted me that Leland had 
wrote the Antiquities of this City, — which he was a Na- 
tive,) under the Britains, Romans, Saxons, Danes and Nor- 
mans, and ſo down to the time himſelf liv'd in: by which 
Work we might have ſeen what Diſcoveries he had made 
from ancient Authors, ( moſt of which are fince loſt, ) and 
might likewiſe have had the Benefit of divers uſeful Remarks, 
grounded upon his own Obſervations, on the ancient Build- 


$ ings of the Romans in this famous City, which Remarks 


could not be exſpected from Mr. Stow, who was little ac- 


quainted with the Coyns and other Antiquities of the Ro- 


mans. The beſt Account we have from him is that re- 
lating to Monumental Inſcriptions in Churches; which brings 
to my mind a Fol. MS. (I have ſeen) of thoſe in Chriſt- 
Church (formerly the Gray-Fryers) within New-gate, which 


were not inſerted in the firſt Impreſſion of the Survey. I ga- 
ther from the Hand, that this very Book was collected by 


Leland, and it happened therefore very luckily that the In- 
ſcriptions in it were afterwards added in the Edition ſet out 
by How. *Tis moreover matter of wonder to me that Stow 


ihould omitt Stepney Pariſh, that he ſhould be ſo very barren 
in deſcribing Weſtminſter, and, in ſhort, that he ſhould 


throughout his whole Work ſo rarely mention any Antiqui- 
ties of the Romans. Bur all this is to be reſolv'd into the 
little skill he had in Affairs of this Nature. By your publiſh- 
ing a Collection of Mr. Leland's Works the learned will have 
a farther Light than what is already diſcovered. | = 

After this Digreſſion, let us return to the City, where be- 


ſides what I have mentioned above was a Roman Temple 
near the Still-Yard (a place not far diſtant from the Camp I 


firſt obſerv*d) and this is taken notice of in Norden's Mid- 


dleſex, who from Geffry of Monmouth obſerves that it was 
2 Roman Temple, where they offered Sacrifice to their 
Country Gods. And this appears too from the following Oc- 


currence, 
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currence, viz. that whilſt C. Allectus, Captain of the Roman 


_ Hoſt, was thus buſied in his Pagan Sacrifice, M. Aur. Aſ- 


clepiodotus, D. of Cornwall, whom the Britains had elected 


to be their Chief, came to London, beſieged and entred it. 
Between whom was a mighty Conflict, till at laſt Aſclepio- 
. dotus vanquiſht the Romans, and remain'd in the City. After 
this he beſet Gallus, and other Roman Captains, and over- 
came them: So that the Romans being put to the Sword, 


their chief Captain Gallus was caſt into a Brook, which 
from thence was called Gall-brook, and fince Wall-brook, 


(for at that time of day I think there was no Wall to the 


City) that runneth near London Stone, which is a Roman 
Mile-Stone, ſtanding near the Mid-way between Ludgate 
and the Tower Poſtern-Gate. SE of 

What other Temples either the ancient Britains or Romans 


had within the limits of this City, have not yet fallen within 


my Obſervation; altho* I am apt to believe that they both 
worſhipped the ſame Gods, under different denominations, 
and very near accorded in the manner of their Sacrifices : 
and *tis very probable that Belinſgate is derived from Belin, 
the Britiſh Name for Apollo, and not from a King, as feveral 
have aſſerted. I will not be poſitive, but tis likely many 


other Temples, beſides what are here mentioned, were erect- 


ed in this City, of which Time may perhaps make a more 
ample Diſcovery. - BEE 
The next Remark I ſhall make is that, (as Mr. Selden 


| hath obſerv'd in his Notes upon Drayton's Polyolbion p. 126.) 


London is derived from Luna, another Name for Diana, 


and worſhipped in her Temple. Both She and her Brother 


Apollo under the Name of Belin were two great Deities a- 


mongſt the Britains, as well as Romans. 2, 
And now I ſhall take notice of a very great Curioſity found 


in Mark-Lane, more properly called Mart-Lane, it being a 
Place where the Romans, and not improbably the ancient 


Britains uſed to barter their Commodities, as I in, Lead, &c. 
with other Nations, it may be with the Greeks, who often 
came into this Iſland to purchaſe the like Goods. Whence 


1 am apt to conjecture, that the Name of the Lane hath been 


continued ever ſince the Times of the Romans, and that the 


Names of ſome other Lanes and Streets, as Cornhill, Grace- 


Street, the Querne, Broad-Streer, Watling- Street, and perhaps 
Old Fiſh-Street, &c. are of equal Antiquity, and were ſo 
called from the fame kind of Accidents. The Curioſity I 


am ſpeaking of is a Brick, found about fourty Years ſince 28. 


Foot deep below the Pavement by Mr. Stockley, as he was 
digging the Foundation of an Houſe that he built for _ 
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Wolley. Near to this Place were dug up many Quarters of 
Wheat burnt ng black, but yet ſound; which were con- 
jectur'd to have layn buried ever ſince the burning of this 


| City about 800. Years before. This Brick is of a Roman 


make, and was a Key- brick to the Arch where the Corn was 


found. Tis made of a curious red Clay, and in Baſs Relief 
on the Front hath the Figure of Sampſon putting Fire to the 


Foxes Tayles, and driving them into a Field of Corn. It 


ſeems to be the ſame Story that is mentioned in Scripture ot 


deſtroying the Philiſtines Corn, from whence came the Fable 
of Hercules to be the Guardian of their Corn-ſtores, or Gra- 
naries: as they had their peculiar Deities for all domettick 
Affairs in or near their Houſes and Camps, as Priapus was the 
Protector of their Gardens, &c. not to mention many other 
Houſhold Gods of ſeveral Names and Ules.

vas of late within a few Years deſtroyed and pulled down 


to make, way for new Houſes, by Mr. Mount a Stationer, 
who liveth near the fame. This Wall ran directly through 

art of the Tower; ſo that one part thereof was in Middle- 
ex, and the other within the Liberty of the City. We need 
not doubt that William the Conquerour built about this an- 
cient Site of. the Romans, on purpoſe to keep the City in 


awe, and it hath ſince been greatly increaſed by the Kings 


of England, being formerly accounted one of the ſtrongeſt 


_ Caſtles in the Kingdom. 


As for the ancient Gates of the City, there were but three 
at firſt next the Land: 1. Algate, or Oldgate, leading into 


the Eaſt Parts, as Eſſex, Suffolk, Norfolk, &c. 2. Alderſgate, 
leading into the North Parts. 3. Ledgate, now Ludgate, 
(that ſtory of King Lud is fictitious, I am afraid) leading to 
the Weſtern Roads of this Kingdom. 1 


The Roman Military-way, as 1 before obſerved, came di. 
rectly from the Tower in a ſtraight Line to Ludgate, and fo 


turned up by the Gate . . . . . through a paſſage formerly 
called Bower-Row, into a Street now called Gill-pur Street, 
and afterwards through that place call'd the Wilderneſs, for- 
merly belonging to the. Carthuſians, directly pointing and 
leading into Old-Street, and fo to Old Ford, and from thence 


. _ to Waltham-Stow or Stone. 


e two other Gate-ways led directly to the old Military- 
way, which we now call Old-Street, being the moſt ancient 


Street remaining about London. That High-way which leads 


from Alderſgate to Iſlington has been made ſometime ſince the 


Conqueſt, and, I believe, much about the ſame time that the 
Ground was taken in for building the Carthuſian Monaſtery 


(now called the Charter-Houſe) by Sir Walter de Maney. 


Not that this Society was alone made happy by fo prudent 


a Choice. For many of our ancient Kings and Nobility took 


delight in the Situation of the old Roman Buildings, which 


were always very fine and pleaſant, the Romans being very 
circumſpect in regard of their Settlements, having always an 


- Eye to ſome River, Spring, Wood, &c. for the Conveni- 


ence of Life, particularly an wholeſome Air. And this no 
doubt occalion'd the old Monks, Knights-Templers, and at- 
ter them the Knights of Saint John of Jeruſalem, as alſo the 
Fryers, to ſettle in moſt of the Roman Buildings, as well 
private as publick ; which thing, if duly conſidered, will be 
found to be a main reaſon, why we have ſo few Remains 


of them. 


No one can reaſonably contradict what is here —

ſuch magnificent Edifices, and ſuch qo. agg 
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wards poſſeſſed and greedily ſought after by ſuch as ſucceeded 
them when they left the lfle, if he does but conſider that the 
Roman Souldiers were, in a great meaſure, the Founders of 
Cities and Towns, that a Garriſon of them were the Bulwark 
of the Britains, and that whereyer they ſettled = erected 
| tructures, 
that the Reliques and Ruins of them which remain at this 
time oblige the Spectators to admire the ſame, and Com- 
mon People are tempted to ſay, © Theſe Roman Works were 
c erected by Giants.” er 4 | 
But the Romans did not imploy themſelves only in Works 
of this Nature. They wn the Drainers of Meers, and 
where the Valleys were low they caſt up Banks, which in 
ſome Places are ſo fenced and pay'd with Stone, that they

Smiths, Joyners, &c. and many other of an inferior Rank, 
ſuch as Potters, Brickmakers, &c. and almoſt every other 
Trade that is accounted neceſſary in Building, or in Cloath- 
ing the Body, for Defence againſt extremity both of Cold 
and Heat. = | | | 

We may then conclude, that the Romans having been ſet- 


| tled ſome length of time from their firſt Landing to the 


Reign of Nero, had ſufficient leiſure to build, as well as to 


| intermarry with the Daughters of the Britains, and that they 


| vate dwelling Houſes, which were all built by their Legio- 
| nary Souldiers, who were chiefly Mechanicks, as Carpenters, 


were therefore become, in a manner, one people, and con- 


ſequently that it was their Intereſt to promote the good and 
wellfare of this City by magnificent Buildings, &c. What 
Form their private Houſes were built in, I am not able to 


determine, having not met with any deſcription of them. 


And thus we are come to the times of that illuſtrious Bri- 


tiſn Heroine Boadicia, Relict of Praſutagus King of the Iceni, 


his Heir, hoping thereby to free his Family from injuſtice. 


2 great and opulent Prince, who at his Death had left Nero 


But the conſequence proved different from what he intended. 


For ſhe was by this the more expoſed to the licentious Hu- 
mour of an all-powerful Army. Upon which the confede-

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their ancient Liberty. Whereupon they firſt ſet upon the

How much this City hath been raiſed may be ſuppoſed 
from a Pavement found 15. Foot deep in Cheapſide above an 
hundred Years ſince. But how much more hath it been ad-

Having thus far endeavoured to give a ſuccinct Account 
of London as it was in the time of the Romans, from my 
own Obſervation, (altho' far ſhort of what we may reaſon- 
ably conclude had been done by Leland,) I thall next -take 
notice of ſome ancient Cuſtoms, which had their original 
from the Romans, (as I take it.) Tho? theſe Cuſtoms are not 


ſo much practiſed now, as they were formerly in this City, 


yt they are pretty common in remote Parts, and if a Col- 
ection of all of them were drawn up and publiſhed together,! 
am apt to think that it would be a very uſeful as well as a 


5 pleaſant Undertaking, and conduce in a good meaſure to the 
. Clearing of many Particulars in the Roman Hiſtory. New 


Improvements might be made every day, particularly as new 


Monuments are diſcovered, which very often give a greater 


Light to theſe early times than any written Books now re- 
maining. We had not known of many of the ancient Exerciſes 
had it not been for the Arundelian Mzrbles and other Monu- 


ments of that kind. Neither had the Names of ſeveral of 
_ thoſe that carried the Prizes in them been tranſmitted to us 


without the help of ſuch unconteſted Evidence ; juſt as the 


* 
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Roman Magiſtrates were diſcovered by the Faſti Capitolini, 
2 Monument as valuable for the Latin as the Parian Chronicle 
is for the Greek Hiſtory. But for my own part 1 deſign to 
mention only ſome few of the Cuſtoms I have been ſpeak- 
ing of, (well knowing that I am not by any means adequate 
to the Subject, ) and thoſe too chiefly ſuch as have fallen within 
my own Obſervation. ELSE | : 
Firſt then, I have often thought, and am now fully per- T/an/+n9 
ſwaded, that the Planting of Vines in the adjacent Parts a- © ., 
bout this City, was firſt of all began by the Romans, an in- ey. 
duſtrious People, and famous for their skill in Agriculture 
and Gardening, as may appear from the rei agrarie ſcriptores, 
as well as from Pliny, and other Authors. We had a Vine- 
yard in Eaſt-Smithfeild, another in Hatton-Gardon, (which 
at this time is call'd Vine-Street) and a third in Saint Giles's 
in the Fields. Many Places in the Country bear the name of 
the Vineyard to this day, N in the ancient Monaſte- 
ries, as Canterbury, Ely, Abbington, &c. which were left as 
ſuch by the Romans. And tho ſome may object that ſeveral 
Places which bear this name are certainly of a later date 
than the Roman times, yet 1 deſire them to conſider that 
what I have here advanced is not to be underſtood of them 
either as Cities or Towns of diſtinction, but only as they 
were Places where the Romans, during their Reſidence here, 
exerciſed themſelves in Husbandry, and were willing that 
they ſhould remain to Poſterity as Tokens of their Skill and 


Diligence in Affairs of this Nature, 


To this give me leave to add our Prize-F ighting, which Tze. 744 lng 
I can aſcribe to nothing elſe but the ſame fort of Exerciſe Sc - 
practiſed by the Roman Gladiators. Nay, our Bull and Bear- 


{ baiting are the Remains of the ſame People, as are our May- 


Games, Mumming, Morrice-dancing, &c. which happened 
much about the ſame time of the Year, as they do now a- 
mongſt us. | 1 RT 7; Pe” 
Maſter of the Ruff. Game is an Office ſtill in being, and is 
nothing but the ſame that was in high eſteem amongſt the 
Romans. As to the Brothel-Houſes formerly in Southwark, 
we find a Statute as old as the Reign of Edw. III. for their 
Toleration, (and I have ſeen Statutes in that behalf amongſt 
your own Collections, being tranſcrib'd by you from the 


very Book formerly made uſe of by Stow,) and *tis probable 


that they were firſt eſtabliſhed by the Romans, (for the Bull 
and Bear-Garden in that Place is but of late Setrlement,) who

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I might here mention the old Cuſtom of Skimington, when 


90 755 1 gh 7 Woman beats her Husband, of which we have no Memory 


but in Hudibraſs, altho 1 have been told of an old Statute 


made for that purpoſe. 


This brings to my mind another ancient Cuſtom, that 
hath been omitted of late Years. It ſeems that in former times 
the Porters, that + ha at Bilinſgate, uſed civilly to intreat 


and deſire every Man that paſſed that way to ſalute a Pot 


that ſtood there in a vacant Place. If he refuſed to do this, 
they forthwith lay'd hold of him, and by main force bouped 


his A—ſe againſt the Poſt; but if he quietly ſubmitted to kiſs 
the ſame, and paid down 64. then they gave him a Name, 


and choſe ſome one of the Gang for his Godfather. I be- 


lieve this was done in memory of ſome old Image that for- 


5 merly ſtood there, perhaps of Belus or Belin. 


Somewhat of the like Poſt, or rather Stump, was near St. 
Paul's, and is at this day call'd-St. Paul's Stump. 5 
Within the memory of our Fathers in Shropſhire, in thoſe 


Villages adjoyning to Wales when a Perſon dyed, there was 
notice given to an old Site, (for ſo they call'd him,) who 


preſently repair d to the Place where the deceaſed lay, and 
ſtood before the Door of the Houſe, when ſome. of the Fa- 


mily came out and furniſhed him with a Cricket, on which 
he fat down facing the Door. Then they gave him a Groat, 
which he put in his Pocket, a Cruſt of Bread which he eat, 


and a full Bowle of Ale which he drank off at a draught. After

this he got up from the Cricket, and pronounced with a com- 
poſed Geſture, The eaſe and reſ# of the Soul departed, for 
which he would pawn bis own Soul. This I had from the in- 
genious John Aubrey Eſq;, who made a Collection of curious 
Obſervations, which I have ſeen, and is now remaining in 


the Hands of Mr. Churchhill the Bookſeller. How can a man 
think otherwiſe of this, than that it proceeded from the an- 


cient Heathens ? | | 

I have heard of another Cuſtom that is practiſed in ſome 
Parts of Lincolnſhire, where, on ſome peculiar Nights, they 
make great Fires in the publick Streets of their Towns with 


Bones of Oxen, Sheep, &c. which are heaped together for 


ſome time before. I am apt to believe this Cuſtom was con- 


tinued in memory of burning their Dead, and that from 


hence came the original of Bonefires. Which reminds 


me of what is mentioned in the Office of the Dead in our 


Liturgy, where theſe words, (from the ancient Cuſtom of

formerly the Image of the Virgin Mary; and | believe that 


Lad-Lane is no more than Lady's - Lane, juſt as Rude-Lane 


was denominated: from a Rude, or our Saviour on the Croſs, 


which in that Place was formerly in very great Eſteem, and 


much reſorted to in the times of * not to inſiſt upon 
many other ancient Ceremonies and Cuſtoms practiſed by 


the old Heathens, and ſince taken up by the Monks and 


Fryers. To recite and reckon up all theſe would be too te- 
dious, and would extend this diſcourſe beyond what I at firſt 


ed: and therefore I ſhall imploy my ſelf at preſent to 


propoſe 
deplore the Loſs of that ſo much deſired Deſcription of this 
our ancient City, by that incomparable Antiquary, Mr. John 
APA | who being a Native thereof, was educated at a School 
erected by the Pious and Learned Dean Collet, and after- 
wards travell'd-into Italy, where Learning at that time was 
in 2 auriſhing State. After he had made a conſiderable Pro- 
reſs therein he returned home, and by the Favour of Henry 
VII. be had a Commiſſion granted to him to viſit the Li- 
braries in all the Monaſteries throughout England, which at 


that time were well ſtored with excellent Books of all Sorts. 


By this means he had an opportunity of gleaning every thing 
that related to the Antiquities of this Kingdom, and particu- 


larly What concerned London, as may be farther obſerved 


from his Ne- Vear's Gift to Henry VIII. | | 
His Remains have been ever ſince a Standard to all that 


have any way treated of the Antiquities of England. R. Wolfe 


intended to have made uſe of them, altho' this was not done 
till after his Death by Harriſon, Hollingſhead, and others 
concerned in that Work. Harriſon: tranſcribed his: [tinerary, 
giving a Deſcription of England by the Rivers, but he did not 
underſtand it. They have likewiſe been made uſe of by ſe- 
veral-in part, as by John Bale, Michael Drayton, Will. Burton, 
Camden; Peitys, and Fuller in his Lives of our Famous Men. 


But how much more compleat had this been, had it been 


finiſhed by himſelf? Altho? 1 do not at all doubt but he liv'd 


to fmiſh the Antiquities of London. What J. Stow hath done, 


we have at hand, but this cannot be ſo perfect as that com- 
pou and drawn up by Leland. I muſt however confeſs, that 
the Engliſh Part relating to Church Monuments, he hath 
acquitted himſelſ tolerably well, and it muſt be farther allow d 
that he had at that time à good Stock of ancient Books, both 
MSS. and printed, and that he ſpared no pains to accompliſh 
and bring; to: perfection what het had in View; but having 
1 | not 
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not a Foundation of Learning, and being not endued with 


Blank 
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much Judgment, it was impoſlible for him either to write in 


ſo critical and accurate a manner as might be exſpected from 
a profeſſed Scholar, or to know ſo well what was proper to 
be taken into a Work that treated of Antiquities. | 
And now I ſhall take notice of our M. 12 who b 
the Encouragement of Sir Walter Aſton, and Mr. John Wil- 


liams the Queen's Goldſmith, who procured him Leland's 


Itinerary, has given with t Accuracy of judgment in 
Verſe, ADeſcription Sf England by the Rives in each 
County engraved in Copper. The firſt part is illuſtrated with 
Mr. Selden's Notes, and at the beginning of the ſecond 
— not printed till ſome Years after) is a Satyr upon the 
Bookſellers. This is the only Country that hath been thus 
deſcribed, h. e. by the Rivers engrav'd. 


I ſhall next obſerve the various Forms of Building, from 


the Houſes that are left ſtanding in and about the adjacent 
Parts of this City, ſome of which are worthy our Obſerva- 
tion, and by often viewing may be near aſſigned to the Age 
in which they were built. The moſt antique are thoſe that 


remain of the Diſſolv'd Monaſteries. Moſt of them are built 


with Timber, as ſome few in Great St. Bartholomew's near 
Smithfield. But the oldeſt 1 have ſeen is now ſtanding at the 
Spittle in Biſhop's-Gate Street, being the Spittle-Houſe, 
ſtrongly built with Timber, with a Turret at one Corner, 
which I take to be very ancient. There are others in Al- 
derſgate- Street, Red-Croſs Street, and many other Streets in 
and about this City, where the Fire did not reach, as there 
are likewiſe in Barnaby-Street in Southwark, to ſay nothing 
of the Poſt-Houſe in the Burrough. There is alſo in Weſt- 
minſter an ancient Chapell with the following Inſcription cut 
in Wood under the Tileing, Bleſſed Mary, Mother of Chriſt, 
pray for us, which tho? anciently a Chapell dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, is now a Bake Houſe. 


95 Here we muſt take notice, that there were no Brick build- 
ings in England, except the Chimneys, before the Reign of 
Henry VII, and that even ſuch as were afterwards built, 


were chiefly in Monaſteries, or ſome few Palaces for Kings 


and Noblemen, ſuch as that of Ouldford, (which was Henry 
the Eighth's Houſe) Brook Houſe at Hackney, (which was 
the Lord Shower's Houſe,) another Houſe in the fame Town, 


beſides the Church-Houſe in the Church-Yard, all built in 


the ſame Form with Brick, a thing which hath not been taken 


notice of. Near Stepney is another Houſe, which is called 


King John's Court, for what reaſon I cannot tell, but ſure 1 


am that it was not built before the Reign of Henry VII.

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Perhaps it might be the Mannor Houſe belonging to the 
Lord, or elſe the Houſe of Sir John Collet, Father of Dean 
Collet, who lyes buried in Stepney Church, and whoſe Mo- 
nument is one of the moſt ancient there. 


Henry VII. brought in the Uſe of Flint-building, which G74 nf H. 


Sir Henry Wotton ſays was not practiſed by the Ancients, in 
which however he 17 to be much miſtaken from what 
hath been obſerved by Montfaucon in his Diarium Italicum. 

It was in his Reign that we began to be more regular in our 


Buildings, and had the uſe of Brick from the Italians. This 


was afterwards reviv'd by Inigo Jones anno 1630, who 
brought it into common uſe, as he did that of Bellconys. 
One of his firſt Buildings was that of the Piazza in Convent 
Garden. A Florentine was Architect to Henry VII. Hans 
Holben to Henry VIII. The Bricklayers of that Age were 
curious Workmen, as might have been ſeen by the Buildin 


at Hampton- Court, St. James's, Whitehall, Nonſuch-Houſe, 
&c. eſpecially by the Chimneys, not to be matched by any //4 7 © / 
in Europe for variety of Forms, differing very much from one - þ,/;: »:/ 


another in the Texture and curious Workmanſhip ; ſome of 
which are now ſtanding at Whitehall and St. James's. 
From what I have already ſaid it may be gathered that this 
City before the Fire anno 1666. was Chiefly built with Tim- 
ber, excepting ſome few Houſes here and there intermixed, 
that were built with Brick, but moſt of them ill contriv'd, 
altho* ſome of them of excellent Workmanſhip, eſpecially 
the Fronts. I might proceed to make other Remarks of the 
ſame kind; but I thall cloſe this part of my Notes with this 
Hint, that the beſt Account which hath been given of the 
ancient State of London in reſpect to the Buildings, Pave- 
ments, and the narrowneſs of the Streets and Lanes, is that 
written by Sir William Davenant in a Play or Mock-Dialogue 
between a Frenchman and an Engliſhman about the Superi- 
ority of Paris and London, which was publiſhed about the 
Year 1650. there being another ſort of Building much pra- 
ctiſed at that time, eſpecially in the Out-parts of the City, 
which was very light, and therefore called _—_— 
which Name is itill continued to ſome in the Inner-Temp 
And now (becauſe that was one Branch of our Diſcourſe) 


I ſhall proceed to take notice what Views and Ground-Plots 


of this City have been cut in Wood, and after that engrav'd 
on Copper, altho at firſt they were painted on Board, of 
which ſort I find one mentioned in a MSc. Inventory of the 
Furniture of K. Henry VIII. . : 

The firſt ſtep that was made towards the Knowledge of the 


& Coaſts of England was by an Almanack, with a Chart of the

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Coaſting Part of England, in a {mall portable Volume bound

| Word An. 1520. This is the firſt 1 have ſeen of that kind, 


alcho* before as well as ſince ſuch Coaſting-Charts were made 
by hand for-the Benefit of Pilots. 


I cannot make any thing of Leland's Sketch of London, (for 
ſuch I take it to be,) but 1 do not at all doubt but he intended 
a farther Draught, and put this down only by way of Memo- 
randum, to be improv'd by him as he had leiſure; and tis 
very likely that there was a much more conſiderable and 
more accurate one in his Antiquities of London, that I be. 


fore ff ke of. | 


Whether that View of London in ſix Sheets cut in Wood 
(which by the Spelling ſeems to have been done in Holland, 
and of which fort I have ſeen three) be the firſt finiſhed 


Draught, I cannot as yet determine. But this I am ſure of, 


that the Arms of King James have been placed therein ſince 
the firſt Cutting. | | | 

There is another Draught of London, different from the 
former, of one Sheet, cut alſo in Wood. 

The next that hath come to my knowledge is one of a 
Sheet engraven on Copper, which ſeems to me to be the belt, 
and perhaps the moſt ancient. This takes in only London, 
and the Liberties of the ſame, that is, from Temple-Bar to 
St. Katherine's, and the Bank Side in Southwark. More of 


the old Part of London is ſeen by this than by any other, and 


in my opinion it comes nearelt to that Deſcription of London 
intended by our Judicious Antiquary Mr. John Leland of any 


that are exſtant: and it may be few have ſeen more of this 


nature than my ſelt. 


The next Draught for it's Antiquity I ſhall take notice of is 
that publiſhed in the Cities of the World in three Volumes 
by George Braun and Francis Hogenbergius anno 1573. In 


this Draught the Cay of London is repreſented in one Sheet, 
Which takes in the 


ity of Weſtminſter with the Tower to the 
2 and has the Arms of Queen Elizabeth, and 
the City of London. By this you may perceive the Nakednelſs 


of the Buildings on the Bank Side, as alſo in the Out- parts 


of the City from Eaſt to Welt, viz. St. Giles's in the Fields 


ſtanding by it ſelf with Trees around; Paris-Garden (at firſt 


called Palace-Garden ) juſt againſt the Court of Bride well, 


being a Pleaſure Garden of Retirement, formerly belonging 


to the Grey-Fryers, and with them exchang'd for ſome other 


paiece of Land by Henry VIII. 


And here I cannot omitt to obſerve how large a number 


of Convents of F ryers, and other Eccleſiaſticks was at that 


time in and about this City. | | AS 
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As for the Knights- Templars, we have no certain know- 1 
ledge of them. The old Earl of Arundel had a large Ganden erde, 
on Southwark Side, which is now called Cupid's Garden. 


The Duke of Somerſet (Seymour) who built Somerſet-Houſe, 
had a large Tract of Ground where that Houſe now ſtands. 
The Archbiſhop of York, the N Durham, Norwich, 
and ſeveral other Noblemen and Bithops had the like. 

What Tract of Ground the Black-Fryers had for their re- 


| tiring Garden, I cannot be certain: but the White-Fryers 


had a large Settlement on this Side of the River, the ſame 
which to this day is call'd by their Name. They had likewiſe 


| Convent Garden, now belonging to the Duke of Bedford, 


and Long-Acre. | | 

Thus far 1 thought conyenient in this Place to note con- 
comms Gardens. | | | 

And it may, moreover, be worth our Conſideration to ob- 
ſerve how this City in the Map or Survey thereof hath been 


| formerly divided into Monaſteries, Convents, Churches,&c. 


altho' many of the Charts have {ſince received ſeveral Alte- 
rations, and that too at different times: as firſt the Arms of 
England have been taken out, and thoſe of King James 


placed in their Room. And then ſecondly, others have had 
| the Addition of the Names of Streets, Lanes, and other re- 
markable Places printed at the Common-Preſs, with the Eaft 

and Weſt Views paſted on the Sides, and then call'd The 
{ Country-man's Travelling Guide through the City, with Fi- 
gures engraved 1: 2: B: as you will find in that I ſent you 


ſome time ſince.

It hath likewiſe of late receiv'd many other Additions, as 


New-Bedlam, and the modern St. Paul's, with ſeveral other 
Places. I have been the longer on this Subject, becauſe [ 
| have one of almoſt the firſt Impreſſions by me; which in a 


— meaſure ſhews the ancient Site by the Views and De- 
ineations of the former Proſpects of this City. 


This Map is taken from the large one I before mentioned :

Mr. Auguſtinus Ryther hath done the Topography of 
Oxford on two Sheets of Paper (Anglus delineavit ) which 


hangs in the Stair-Caſe of the Muſeum at Oxford, and was 
finiſhed in the Year 1588. Here he mentions his finiſhing 


one of the Flouriſhing City of London, in the 30. Year of the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth, which I have not ſeen. And, if 
I am not miſtaken, there was formerly one of Cambridge by 


the ſame Hand. 


[ſhall next take notice of Mr. J. Norden's Survey of Mid- 
dleſex, wherein London and Weſtminſter are delineated and 
engraved on Copper Plates, each by themſelves, which are 
the firſt of this nature that I have ſeen. The Arms of the 
12. Companies are ingraved on each Side of that of London, 


and it reaches from St. Katherine's Eaſt to Leiceſter-Houſe 


Weſt, which was without Temple-bar, with a Deſcription of 
all the Out-lets or Ways into the Fields : and at that time 
there was remaining Shrewsbury-Houſe next on this Side the 
Old Swan. This was firſt ingraved anno 1593. but has ſince 
fallen into the Hands of Peter Stent, who hath put thereto 
the Names of Churches, Streets, Lanes, &c. with Letters 
and Figures, which are not in that of Middleſex. | 
Thele have been copy'd, and put into the Map of Middle- 
ſex by John Speed anno 1611. who in his Map of England 
hath inſerted a very fine View in Miniature of London and 
Southwark. | | | 2h 
There is likewiſe another Copy of Norden's Map of Lon- 
don done by Peter Vanden Keere the Engraver anno 1623. 
wherein the Name of Norden is left remaining. And to 
this there is the Title given of, A Guide to Country-men in the 
Famous City of London, by the help of which Plot they may be 


able to know how far it à to any Street, as alſo how to go to 


the ſame without farther Trouble. 


By this you may perceive what hath been done of London 


from the firſt Undertaking of this nature, to the next Age, 


and what Alterations the Engravers or Printſellers have made 
for their own Advantage : for there are very ſeldom, or ne- 


ver, any Dates affixed. 


The ſame Mr. Norden deſign'd a View of London in eight 
Sheets, which was alſo engrav d. At the bottom of this was 


the Repreſentation of the Cavalcade of the Lord Mayor's 


Show, 
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Show, all on Horſeback, the Aldermen having round Caps 


on their Heads. The View it ſelf is ſingular and different 
from all that I have ſeen, and was taken by Norden from 


the Pitch of the Hill towards Dulwich College going to Cam- 
berwell from London: in which College on the Stair-Caſe I 
had a Sight of it in Company of Mr. Chriſtopher Brown. 
Mr. Secretary Pepys went afterwards to view it by my re- 
commendation, and was very deſirous to have purchaſed it. 


But ſince it is decayed and quite deſtroyed by means of the 


moiſtneſs of the Wall. 

This was made about the Year 1604, or 1606. to the beſt 
of my memory, and I have not met with any other of the 
like kings. . he 

There was no other Map of London done *till the Year 
1658. at which time came out, An exact Delineation of the 


Cities of London and Weſtminſter and the Suburbs, together 
with the Burrough of Southwark, and all the Thorough-fairs, 


High-ways,. Streets, Lanes and Common Allys within the 


fame: compoſed with a Scale, and ichnographically deſcrib'd 


by Richard Newcourt of Somerton in the County of Somer- 


ſet Gent. with a Genealogy from Brute, and alſo a Chrono 


logy, together with the Arms of London, and the ſeveral 


Churches within the Walls, St. Paul's and Weſtminſter-Ab- 
bey, as alſo ſix Windmills (for ſo many there were at that 


time,) in eight Sheets, engraved by Mr. Will. Fathorne. 

There was after this another Proſpect of London drawn 
by William Hallyer anno 1664. in fix Sheets, and etched by 
Robert Preck. This ſhews from Eaſt to Weſt all the Views 
from Whitehall Garden, the Outſide Walls of Suffolk-Houſe, 
York, Savoy, Somerſet, Arundel, Eſſex, and Temple Houſes, 
all next the Thames. There is likewiſe a Site of the Bridge 
as it was before the Fire, a View of Nonſuch Houſe, with 
another fine Houſe, curious in it's Building, next Southwark. 


And on Southwark {ide are the tops of the Houſes from St. 
Olave's Church Steeple, Wincheſter-Houſe or the Palace of 


the Clink, with all che other Buildings thereto belonging, as 
alſo the Gardens, Fountains and Trees. There is nothing 
exſtant that ſo exactly ſhews the Buildings of old London be- 
fore the Fire, and therefore many Obſervations may be made 
from this View, and to very good purpoſe, 

There have been ſeveral other Views taken, as that by 
James Howell in his Londinopolis : and Mr. Dunſton hat 


taken a View of this City before the Fire, underneath which 
is a Proſpect ot it, as it lay in it's Ruines.

This brings to my memory a Deſcription of the Fire writ- 
ten in Verſe by Mr. Samuel Wiſeman, a native born in Flect-

day following. For within this fmall tract of Time the wind
